When 
it came to certification the original 
resolution instead of the substitute 
was certified to the secretary of 
state's office by the legislative of- 
ficials. It was published for three 
months in the papers of the state. 
Discovery has just been imade that 
the wrong amendment has been pub- 
lished which necessitates that the 
whole procedure must again be done 
over. 
Sen. Arnold will introduce a home 


rule amendment within a day or so. 
Two years time has been lost in get- 
ting this matter before the people 
as a result of the error.

Deportation of aliens who vtotate 


the liquor laws of the state was urg- 
ed in a resolution offered in the up- 
per house on Thursday by Sen.. Jul- 
ias H. Dennhardt of Neenah. The 
resolution is in the form of a mem- 
orial to congress. It follows:; 


"Whereas, It ia the established 


policy of this nation to prevent the 
sale and manufacture for sale of all 
intoxicating liquors for 
beverage 


purposes; and 


"Whereae, The federal 
govern- 


ment and the different state have 
passed laws to uphold and perpetu- 
ate this established policy; and 


"Whereas,. It is a fact well known 


to all that aliens in large number* 
are openly, deflnantly, and contina- 
ously disregarding these laws; and 


"Whereas, Open violation of law 
by certain aliens must necessarily 


have a demoralizing effect upon 
those aliens who when properly 
guided honestly endeavor to obey 
our laws and become upright 'Amer- 
ican citizens; now, therefore, be it 


"Resolved by the senate, the as- 


sembly concurring, That the presi- 
dent of the United States and the 
•ongress of 'the United States be, 
;vnd they hereby are memorialized 
and respectfully but most urgently 
requested to pass the necessary laws 
requiring the deportation of all ali- 
>ns who violate the liquor laws eith- 
n- of the federal government of any 
.f bhe different states, and the con- 
fiscation of the property of any alien 
\>und guilty of any such offenses; 
—d be it further 
"Resolved, That .a suitable copy 


of this resolution properly attested 
be transmitted to the president of 
the United States, the presiding of- 
ficer of each house of the congress

council regarding the French', posi- 
tion as set forth today J»y A--Pa.nl 
Douniar, French minister of finance. 


France was understood to 'stand 


firmly on the provisions of the Ver- 
sailles treaty .-which placed the 
whole subject of German indemnities 
in the hands of the allied repara- 
tions commission. Great Britain, on 
the other hand, adhered to the 
agreement reached last year at Bo- 
Jougne,.by which it was stipulated 
Germany should pay annually 
an 


average of six billion marks and it 
was understood Belgium supported 
the British viewpoint. 


Recommendations by allied mili- 


tary experts relative to the disarm- 
ament of Germany were to have 
•been considered- by the council to- 
day. Marshal Foch was reported to 
have added to the recommendations 
a demand for the fixing of penalties 
in ease Germany should not comply 
with the allied, terms. It vras be-

"Russia made a very real, 
eontribuaion to oriental and «!«* 
art, for the nomadic tribes that 
found their -way to the South were 
not of the true 
barbarian type.

The five periods of artistic ad- 


vancement were outlined, beginning 
with the 
prehistoric and pr°to- 


historic periods, and including the 
Greco-Scythian period, and Grao- 
Sarmatian epoch, and the Gothic 
period. 


In quest of the Golden Fleece, 


came the Greek Argonautao across 
the Aegean sea up to the Kiver 
Kuban in the North-Caucasus where 
the great "Maikop" was buried, sur- 
rounded by gold and silver objects 
similar to those foxmd m Pre- 
Babylonian Mesopotamia and Pre-

Then came the Scythians in a

mountains, and hides and fish from 
forest and stream, they received m 
return oil and wine from central 
Asoa and highly developed Greece.

uted something, their oriental art 
remained fundamentally unchanged.

religion, customs,

hark back to the Persian and Cen-

those of Greece.

"Like their predecessors, 


they came not as destroyers; and 
like them, they Made use of the 
blessings of Greek civilization, but 
did not cast aside their old habits 
and tastes. Greek technique was 
adapted to their animal style of 
ornamentation 
and 
po-lychrorny; 


the new style was accepted and 
elaborated by Hie half-Greek popu- 
lation in the cities on the Black 
Sea."At length, after a neiw and suc- 
cessful wave of conquest of tie 
often-disputed 
Russian 
territory 


the Goths from Germany took the 
power. They adopted the Greco- 
Sarmatian methods and ideas of 
their subjects. 
It was that same 


style that spread all over Europe, 
known under the name of 'Gothic 
Art.'"

State Board Issues 


New Quarantine Rule 
A new rule on smallpox qbaran- 


tine. was promulgated by. the state 
Mard of iealth yesterday, when the 
board met in annual session. Here- 
after such quarantine will extend 
only to the smallpox patient when 
other members of the household are 
vaccinated. The rule means that al- 
though the patient shall be kept 
strictly isolated, others in the family 
may be nt liberty provided they 
shall submit to vaccination. It was 
voted to dispense with the rule re- 
o^iiring terminal disinfection, after a 
communicable disease. This follows 


.states. 
The rew rule will direct 


specifically that there shall be * 
thorough cleanup and disinfection 
with approved means, under the su- 
pervision of the -local health depart- 
ment.

squarely at the door of the department of justice, denouncing 
"the record of the last eight years as one of ^competency, su- 
pinenesa and worse, that is unspeakably bad. To its persistent 
inaction we owe largely the strangle hold of illegal combinations 
and the accompanying extortion that was practiced in almost 
every line of endeavor, although the department of justice has 
asked and secured millions of dollars from congress for the 
avowed purpose of enforcing the anti-trust laws." 


Only last August Mr. Pahner asked for an appropriation of 


$1,500,000 for the purpose of prosecuting trusts connected with 
the building trades, and said he was going primarily after the 
cement trust, the principal members of which are located, in his 
own state of Pennsylvania.
